All The King’s Men 


Don King was in Ohio awhile back visiting inmates 
and friends alike at the Marion Correctional Facility, 
where he himself was once a compulsory guest. 

Since leaving prison life behind in 1971, however, King 
has rehabilitated himself and quite splendiferously along 
the capitalistic lines, as he has become one of the most 
colorful and financially successful fight promoters in the 
country - if not the world. 

But of late the snake-oil skin smooth King has come 
under criticism for his allegedly unorthodox manners in 
which he promotes fights, as well as the fighters them- 
selves. 

King, who lives in royal opulence atop a penthouse in 
Manhattan, has counter attacked many of the charges by 
accusing subordinates of malfeasance and subsequently 
firing some of them. But he remains in hot water, 
because it was, after all, King's penmanship that read on 
most of the dealings; dealings that had fighters rather 
clumsily ranked - one fighter hadn't even fought in 
several years yet was in the top ten of world contenders. 

The modern day fight game, as in the past, has been 
marred for quite some time by back-door promoters who 
confuse the gift of gab with managerial acuity. Johnson, 
Dempsey and Louis could not gain world boxing titles 
alone. There were always a plethora of so-called trained 
men behind the scenes who would attempt to mollify the 
boxer’s curiosity by every so often whispering in his ear: 
“I'll take care of the business end, Kid,-you just go in 
there and knock ‘em dead.” 

More often. than_not,.the “Kid” believes wholehear- 
tedly in the pronounced integrity of the promoter. Even if 
the contract was signed while the kid was half asleep or 
in between a Golden Gloves bout. 

Prize money, after it goes through the gregarious 
hands of the- manager, the two or three assistant 


—managers-and-the gainers, tinally-is filtered downto the- 


pee, where he looks at it as if it were a consolation 
gift. 

Such eye-popping idiosyncrasies have for long 
characterized the fight game. King is not the first one 
who has punched his way through this less than 
disciplined game -- especially from the managerial point. 

Ring Magazine, the boxing guide for ratings, has been 
accused of inaccurate ratings so often that the editors 
are considering a wholesaje clean-up. 

As for Roone Arledge, the big wheeler dealer for 
television sports, his name, though continously linked. 
with the whole charade, has been shielded of late; at- 
tributable to inside power moves, or something even 
more incredulous. 

Whatever seems to be going on, the US Boxing Com- 
mission plans to get to the bottom of the entire matter. 
They have hired the same efficient attorney who 
spearheaded the Knapp Commission which uncovered 
— of police corruption in New York City in the early 
‘70's. 

And now ....what about King? Well, the man who dab- 
bles. profgusely in. Shakespearean literature may very 
well realize that the world is a stage. °

Graham, who was=get- 
ting in his car at the time, 
said the man asked him to 
call police for he had shot 
two people because “| just 
couldn't take any more.” 

Police arrived and and 
discovered the dead 
couple about 10:30 a.m. 
they reported. They 
acknowledged that Jones 
told them the same story 
as he had confessed to 
Graham, but they declined 
to comment further. 

It was late last “summer 
when Jones phoned The 
CALL & POST and made 
an appointment to discuss 
his complaint about police 
harassment. : 

Jones, who was 
noticeably a confused and 
mixed up _ individual, 
opened a briefcase con- 
taining stacks of 
correspondence from 
various law enforcement 
departments, lawyers, 
Dept. of Justice and 
numerous agencies. 

He began by telling of 
his experience with police 
in Newcomerstown, O. 
He said that the police 
were harassing him 
because he had borrowed 
$45,000 and built a new 
home. Whenever he left 
home in his Cadillac, 
either the. FBI, the Guern- 
sey County Sheriff, High- 
way Patrol or the Barn- 
Seville Police were 
“tailing” him. 

They pretended that he 
was a drug pusher and 
kept harassing him until he 
filed a complaint with the 
Justice Dept. in 
Washington. They not only 
kept his home under con- 
stant surveillance, but they 
had his phone tapped and 
his house bugged, he said. 

After making several 
trips to Washington for 
conferences with the 
Justice Dept. without ob- 
taining any results, he said 
he couldn't take any more 
and moved to Columbus.- 
He. produced phone_ bills 

~showing. that he had. made 
23 ene distance calls to 


the in--Washington 
complaining about 
harassments. 


Soon after arriving in 
Columbus, he said 
authorities continued. to 
keep him under close 
watch. They not only 
bugged his phone, he 
claimed, but electronic 
devices were attached to 
his refrigerator.

Jefferson ‘| shall ask for 
thé abolition of the punish- 
ment of death until | have 


the infallibility of human 
judgement monstrated 
to me.'" 


The death penalty, Hale 
continued, “is wu: in an 
arbitrary and ‘dis- 
criminatory manner. It is 
imposed on the poor, the 
black and the young. Be- 
tween 1937 and 1967, 178 
teenagers were executed 
in the United States and 11 
of those .were-16 and 
younger, including boys of 
14 and 15," he said. 

He quoted Justice 
Department statistics as 
showing jhat from 1930 to 
1964, of the 3,849 
executions, more than half 
were biack, Of the 455 
executions for rapé, 405° 
were black. 

Hale also quoted from:a 
study conducted by. former 
Gov. Michael V. DiSalle in 
the late 1950's, in. which _ 
DiSalle wrote: ‘In all of my 
experience, | have never 
seen a murderer with 
enough money to hire top- 
drawer .counsel con- 
demned to death. The last 


time | visited death row at 
the Ohio Penitentiary in 
Columbus, the ten men 
had one ie in common. 
They were all penniless.’ 
Commentin further, 
Hale said during the tur- 
bulent 60's, “we as a 
nation executed less than 
50 persons a year. When a 
country of 200 million 
people impose the death 
penalty less than 50 times 
a year, it indicates to me 
that we are applying the 
death alty in an uneven 
and “discriminatory man- 
ner;” he said. 
“Moreover,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘The people 
executed are chosen by lit- 
tle more than chance. They 
had their number drawn 
from a hat. | cannot un- 
derstand or will | ever. be 
able to understand the dif- 
ference between the few 
who are exe*uied and the 
many’ who are sent to 
prison,” he observed.

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MEASLES VACCINE SITES 


Due to an increase over 
previous years in the in- 
cidence of 10-day measles 
(rubeola) in Franklin 
County, recommendations 
for those who should 
receive immunization have 
been made by the Colum- 
bus and Franklin County 
Health departments. 

Dr. W.E. Brown, city 
health commissioner, said 
that incidence this year of 
over 400 cases is con- 
siderably higher than in 
the same period of the last 
few years (18 in 1976, 27 in 
1975, 100 in 1974) but less 
than the 505 cases repor- 
ted in the-first four months 
of 1970 and substantially 
less than .in the pre- 
vaccine era of the 1950's 
and early 1960's. 

The increase under- 
scores the importance of 
childhood immunization, 
he said, and points out the 
danger of developing. a 
careless attitude about 
keeping up-to-date on im- 
munization. 

The highest priority for 
immunization” is’ among 
children 15 months of age 
or older, including 
teenagers, who have not 
previously been immunized 
against measies or who 
have not had the disease: 

Immunization should 
also be given to children 

. who were immunized 
against measles prior to 
one year of age. 


“Gahanna Firehouse, 


.who were immunized 
with a killed-virus vaccine 
(usually prior to 1965) 

.who received gamma 
globulin with their vaccine 
(this practice was common 
in 1964-65 and continued 
in some areas till 1969). 

Measies immunization 
shouldbe given at 15 mon. 
ths of age. If children 
younger than that age are 
likely to be exposed to 
measies, parents should 
contact their physicians.

Who Are Our 


Leadership. is most always an 
assumed title. And, most times, is 
more local than national, Holding 
certain positions implies leadership 
and, in some “cases, leaders so 
called, are self anointed. 

Annually, Ebony Magazine 
-publishes what it calls the: "100 Most 
influential Blacks.” They are selec- 
ted of course by the publication's 
own staff, based on their own 
criteria. = 

Just for fun, we analyzed Ebony’'s 
100." Of those who made the list, 17 
are Congressmen; 36 were elected or 
appointed heads of organizations; 5 
were .in the media; 1 was a state 
legislator; 24 were political office 
holders. Of this group, 9 held elected 
offices, and 15 appointed offices. Ten 
were in business; 2 were in the 


Leaders 


Defense Department; while 5 were 
classified as individuals. Among the 
various groups were 10 clergymen. 
Organization heads and political of- 
fice holders dominated the list with 
60%. Women totaled 15. 

With all the talent represented in 
the Ebony group, we should not suf- 
fer from a lack of leadership at any 
level. However, it seems that the 
more we put people in positions of 
potential leadership, all too few of 
them accept the real challenge.

Death of Bad Law Welcomed 


Gov. James A. Rhodes is expected 
to sign legislation which will put a 
welcome end to a State law under 
which untold numbers of 
homebuyers have been literally 
fleeced out of thousands of dollars. 

The House sent the bill to. the 
Governor last week which modifies 
the mechanic's lien law to save 
homeowners from being forced to 
pay twice for work in connection with 
home building or repairs. 

The proposal, Amended Sub. H.B. 
2, was sponsored by two black 
legislators. Rep. John Thompson Jr. 
(D-Cleveland) and Sen. M. Morris 
Jackson (D-Cleveland), pushed the 
measure through the respective 
houses. It originated in the House 
which approved it and sent it to the 
Senate several weeks ago. 

The Senate. amended the bill, 
passed it by a unanimous vote and 
returned it to the House last Wed- 
nesday. The House quickly accepted 
the Senate amendment and started 
the-bill on the way to Rhodes. Fred

If signed by Rhodes, the present 
law, which provides for a sub- 
contractor, not paid for his work by 
the primary contractor, can file and 
collect on a lien against the property, 
even though the buyer had paid the 
primary contractor.

If this is all that 
Congress can offer, then it means we 
have learned absolutely nothing in the 
last thirty seven years.

House Budget Blasted 


Ohio House Democrats ramroded their $11.76 
billion two year bu bill through the House by a 
vote of 71 to 26 last esday, but they had to fight 
off several Republican amendments during the two 
hour -long. debate. 

Democrats picked up 11 Republican votes and lost 
one of their own in passing Amended Substitute H.B. 
Bill 191 and sending it along to the Senate for con- 
sideration. While several Republican members made 
unsuccessful attempts to amend the bill, it was the 
son of a former ublican House Speaker who 
unleashed the harshest attack on the measure. 

Rep. C. William O'Neill, Columbus, the son of for- 
mer-House-Speaker,-Attorney.General, Governor and 
presently Chief Justice of the Ohio Supreme Court, lit 
a political blaze under the heavily insulated and 
fireproof garments of the Democrats. And while the 
Democrats refused to allow O'Neill's charges to go 
unanswered, they had the necessary votes to pass the 
bill and were worried about its final outcome. 

Since. O'Neill obviously realized that he was 
wasting his precious breath fighting for a lost cause, 
some observers suggested that he was using the 
House floor as a launching pad of a campaign for a 
higher state office in 1978. This observation was most 
likely based on the fact that he has been frequently 
mentioned as a possible Republican Candidate for At- 
torney General next year. 

But while Republicans went: down fighting, . they 
weren't alone in criticizing Democrat lawmakers and 
the hefty budget bill they conceived. Rev. Robert 
Graetz, ey opie Agent (Lobbyist) for the Ohio 
Council of Churches, charged representatives “in ef- 
fect, turned their backs on the poor people of this 
State by cheating children of Ohio's poor out of 
adequate food and decent living conditions.” 

Graetz, former’ pastor of St. Philips Lutheran 
Church, which has a predominantly black mem- 
bership, noted that ars ea ADC recipients receive 
only 59 percent of Ohio's minimum standard for 
health and decency, set July 1, 1975. In spite of rapid 
increases in cost of living, the budget passed “keeps 
ADC grants at the same level as in 1975." 

Graetz, who is white, has a long background in the 
area of civil rights. It started with the Montgomery 
Bus Boycott when he joined Dr. Martin L. King Jr. in

ENERGY PROGRAM — 
MAY HURT POOR 


President Carter's energy program represents the 
first serious attempt to deal with a situation long 
labeled a crisis, yet—largely. ignored by previous 
leaders. By making energy a major national issue and 
by putting forth a set of hard-nosed proposals to deal 
with energy needs, the President performs an impor- 
tant service and demonstrates leadership. 

The energy plan is a long, complicated proposal 
with something for just about ne, with the ex- 
ception of one major group. That's right, once again 
the—interests—ofpoor people have been largely 
ignored. 

The._poor_haven’t been completely neglected. 
There’s a section of the Administration's explanation 
of the effects of its proposal that deals with low- 
income families. But in contract to the detailed nature 
of the rest of the plan, that section is vague and sket- 
chy, perhaps because the net result of the energy 
proposals may be to make the poor poorer. 

Despite rosy Administration predictions of minimal 
inflation and some job-creation, most independent 
economists estimate that the impact of the plan will 
be to add to the inflation rate and slow the growth 
rate. 

There is no question about the need to make 
sacrifices and reduce reliance on high-priced, scarce 
energy resources. But the real question is: who will 
make the sacrifices? The proposed package of taxes 
and price hikes may mean that the sacrifices will be 
squeezed out of the poof, That's the group that 
always is asked to make sacrifices for the national 
good. If inflation is high, unemployment is artifically 
induced to dampen it. If government spending is too 
high, welfare-and-medical_aid_is_cut. — 

So when | hear about the need for sacrifices | im- 
mediately begin to get suspicious about just who will 
be the sacrificial lamb. And as | read the prospects, it 
looks like the poor will get it in the neck this time, too. ©

While it does include plans to expand the subsidy 
aid for weatherization of the homes of low-income 
families, regulations presently in effect are so 
restrictive that many won't be helped. 

Also, the energy package is really a package — 8 

«Set of separate proposals;each of which needs some 
executive action or legislation to bring to fife. That 
means special interests can carve up the piecés of the 
program in such a way that they're not hurt by it. 
Once the dust settles from the political dealing, | 
doubt that the sacrifices demanded will be shared 
equally. 

In that vague section on assistance to low-income 
people, the plan suggests that long-run protection. 
from increased energy coats will wait until reform of 
the welfare system. That’s a slim reed on’ which to 
hang hopes. In effect, it says we're going to raise your 
cost of living right now, but don't worry, someday 
there may be welfare reform and that might help. And 
of course, that doesn't begin to deal with the terrible 
problems facing people who earn too muct to get 
welfare assistance but not enough to live decently.’ 

Last week the Labor Department released figures 
that an urban family of four needs cover $10,000 just 
to survive on what it calls “an austere budget” — 
basic living costs and no frills. It takes over $16,000 to 
maintain a “moderate” living standard. What happens 
to people earning less than those figures once gas, 
rent, food and other energy-based prices increase?

That is what they 
wanted to see a black man 
doing if he wasn't shining 
brass, mopping floors or 
standing at a hotel en- 
trance in a lackey garb to 
open the door for white 
guests. 

Many a black family ate 
regularly because the 
family head was shining 
shoes of rich white folks,

“Presently ADC 
recipients receive only 59 
percent of Ohio's minimum 
standard for health and 
decency, set July 1, 1975. 
Since that date, we have 
experienced two years of 
rapid increases in the cost 
of living with- no adjust- 
ment in ADC alotments.

House of Representatives 
keeps ADC grants at the 
same level as in 1975. The 
net effect is to reduce the 
purchasing power of the 
income of some of the 
poorest people in Ohio, an 
overwhelming majority of
